The appendix of banking association and clearing house rules and 
regulations will also be of much service to such parties, as well as to business 
men generally. There is a good general index, as well as a short index to the 
clearing house rules. A table of cases also is given. The work of the printer 
has been well done.

Current Law, A Complete Encyclopedia of New Law. George Foster

It is gratifying to know that this very useful publication has been appre- 
ciated by the working members of the profession. But it is not surprising 
that this should be so — despite the fact that many good things are not esti- 
mated at their true worth — for it admirably stands the test of actual use. 
The plan of the work was somewhat novel, and many undoubtedly thought it 
impossible of execution; not only, however, were the first issues good, but the 
later ones are, if possible, better. 

Volume III is composed of the six parts issued between September, 1904, 
and March, 1905, and its moderate cost is almost as nothing compared with 
its utility. A new and useful feature of the work is the index-digest of the 
recent decisions of the courts of particular states, which will enable one to 
ascertain whether recent decisions on special topics have been announced in 
the state in which he is most interested. The references to the preceding 
volumes of the series as well as the very full annotations, in which earlier 
decisions are cited, make each part as it is issued of permanent — and not 
merely of temporary — value. The really surprising thing about "Current 
Law" is that such a vast amount of labor can have been so very well 
performed.
